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Red card for 
sports centre 
in High Town

COUNCILLORS have refused 
a planning application for a 
multi-purpose sports centre in 
High Town. 

The proposal, which had been 
recommended for approval by 
officers, was rejected after coun¬ 
cillors expressed concern about 
the scheme and its suitability for 
the area. 

The Dallow Development Trust 
had submitted plans to turn a 
four-storey site in Midland Road 
into a centre offering various 
sports facilities and activities 
such as football and cricket. 

It had received support from 
local businesses, as well as 
former boxing champion Billy 
Schwer who said he planned to 
operate from the premises. 

However, concerns had been 
raised that the centre would 
duplicate facilities already 
available in High Town and not 
meet the needs of local 
residents. 

During a council meeting on 
Wednesday, Cllr David Franks, 
the leader of the Liberal 
Democrats, said he was

‘completely baffled’ by the 
content of a report written by 
council officers which he said 
indicated the application should 
be refused but was recommend¬ 
ing it for approval. 

Labour Cllr Stephen Lewis, 
who was chairing the meeting 
said he was ‘very sympathetic’ 
to the comments made by Cllr 
Franks. 

He said: “There does seem to 
be quite a difference in the 
recommendations and what’s in 
the report. There’s some fairly 


strong statements about there 
being no clear evidence for a 
need.” 

Both their views were support¬ 
ed by other councillors who also 
voted against the application 
and raised questions about the 
report. Only one voted in favour. 

Before the vote on the applica¬ 
tion, Martin Shaw, a consultant 
working for the Dallow Trust, 
asked councillors to remove a 
condition on the application 
which stated that the centre 
could only be used for sporting 
activities, and not for events 
such as weddings or celebra¬ 
tions. 

Officers had also recommend¬ 
ed they restrict planning 
permission to five years. 

Mr Shaw said the income 
gained from such events was key 
to the sustainability of the Trust. 

After the meeting, he said he 
had been ‘really shocked’ and 
‘disappointed’ about the 
councillors’ decision. 

He added: “We’ll have to con¬ 
sider our next step obviously 
because we’re disappointed 
about tonight but my immediate 
view is we’re going to appeal 
against that decision.”

Ex-EDL leader jailed for 
18 months in fraud case

THE former leader of the English 
Defence League has been jailed 
for 18 months for conspiracy to 
commit mortgage fraud. 

Stephen Yaxley-Lennon, 31, 
also known as Tommy Robinson 
and the founder of the EDL, was 
imprisoned for his part in a 
conspiracy to fraudulently 
obtain two mortgages amount¬ 
ing to £162,000. 

He made two loans to people 
wanting to buy property and 
then pointed them towards a 
woman mortgage broker who 
helped obtain phoney pay slips 
and income details. 

Before he was led off to start his 
prison sentence, the court heard 
the 31-year-old father of three 
will have to spend his time in 
custody in solitary confinement 
because he is now in danger. 

His barrister Charles Sherrard 
QC said that in January 2013 
when Lennon was jailed for 10 
months for using someone else’s 
passport to travel to the USA he 
had spent the whole time in soli¬ 
tary and was moved to four dif¬ 
ferent jails for his safety. 

Mr Sherrard said: “Even in soli¬ 
tary he was regarded as being in 
danger.” However, it emerged in 
court on Thursday, that since last 
autumn when he announced he

had left the EDL, citing increas¬ 
ingly racist elements within the 
group, he has now been alienat¬ 
ed by the followers in the organi¬ 
sation he once led. 

He is also on a wanted list for 
Al-Shabab. The court heard how 
in the past while still the leader 
of the EDL, Lennon’s home had 
been attacked and he and his 
family moved to a safe house. 

Lennon appeared at court for 
sentence having earlier pleaded 
guilty to mortgage fraud 
offences. 

He pleaded guilty to two counts 
of conspiring with others to 
obtain a mortgage by misrepre¬ 
sentation from the Abbey and 
Halifax building societies. 


He will serve half the 18 month 
sentence behind bars before he is 
released. 

Lennon was joined in the dock by 
Steven Vowles, 26, of Heron Drive, 
Bushmead, who admitted conspir¬ 
ing with others to obtain a mort¬ 
gage by misrepresentation and 
transferring criminal property. 

He also admitted possessing 
3.48 grams of cocaine with intent 
to supply and being concerned in 
the supply of class A drugs. He 
was jailed for 27 months. 

Lisa Moore 28 of Newbury 
Lane, Silsoe, pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to obtain a mortgage 
by fraudulent misrepresentation. 

She was given a six month 
prison sentence suspended for 18 
months and told she must carry 
out 100 hours of unpaid work and 
pay costs of £1,500. 

Mortgage broker Deborah 
Rothschild, 44, of Poplar, 
Toddington, pleaded guilty to 
four charges of conspiring to 
commit fraud by false represen¬ 
tation. The charges involved the 
obtaining of four mortgages. She 
was jailed for 18 months. 

Anjee Darcy, 31, of Hardwick 
Green, pleaded guilty to two 
offences of conspiring to commit 
fraud by misrepresentation and 
false accounting. She was given a 
15 month sentence, suspended 
for 18 months, and told to carry 
out 200 hours of unpaid work. 


Ex-councillor raises concerns about ‘bullying’ 


LORMER Labour councillor 
Robin Harris has accused his 
fellow councillors of ‘bullying’ 
and ‘membership packing’ 
following his resignation earlier 
this week. 

Mr Harris said he had become 
‘increasingly concerned’ by the 
behaviour of some councillors in 
using ‘underhand tactics’ to get 
their way 

He had represented residents in 
the Earley ward and was in 
charge of Luton council’s finance 
portfolio, as well as being on the 
board of directors of London 


Luton Airport Limited. 

In a statement, Mr Harris said: 
“I have become increasingly con¬ 
cerned by the behaviour of some 
councillors in using underhand 
tactics, such as bullying and 
membership packing, to get their 
way. 

“I personally came into politics 
to make a difference and this 
behaviour has now become a 
distraction to doing that job, 
which is why I have taken this 
course of action.” 

Last week, Mr Harris lost out in 
a bid to be nominated as one of 


the Labour candidates for the 
2015 councillor elections in the 
Earley ward. 

Two of his colleagues who were 
selected, Cllr Mahmood Hussain 
and Cllr Dave Taylor, said they 
were not ‘aware’ of any bullying 
or problems within the local 
Labour party. 

Cllr Hussain added: “We do 
differ and have different points 
of views but anybody being 
bullied by anybody? No. 

“Especially Mr Harris, he 
certainly would not be bullied by 
anybody.” 


TEEN DENIES ATTEMPTED MURDER 

A 15-YEAR-OLD boy pleaded not 
guilty to attempted murder and 
rape at Luton Magistrates’ Court 
on Friday morning (Janaury 17). 

The boy, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, has been 
charged in connection with an 
incident that happened in 
Lewsey Park on the evening of 
Sunday, January 19. 

He has been remanded to 
Youth Detention 
Accommodation. 

A preliminary hearing will take 
place on Tuesday, February 11 at 
Luton Crown Court. 

The 14-year-old victim of the 
incident remains in a critical 
condition at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge.

Police look into Collymore tweets 


POLICE have spoken to a 
Bedfordshire teenager fol¬ 
lowing allegations of 
racial abuse against Stan 
Collymore via Twitter. 

Officers from 
Staffordshire Police spoke 
to the 15-year-old from 
Bedfordshire and a 
14-year-old in the 
Liverpool area about the 
incident, though neither 
was arrested. 


A statement from 
Staffordshire Police read: 
“We are working with a 
number of police forces 
investigating potential 
criminal offences involv¬ 
ing abusive tweets direct¬ 
ed at Mr Collymore. 

“A 14-year-old in the 
Liverpool area and a 
15-year-old in 
Bedfordshire have been 
spoken to by officers 


investigating the recent 
Twitter activity. 

“At this point, neither 
have been arrested and 
the investigation is 
ongoing.” 

Former Liverpool foot¬ 
baller Collymore had said 
he was racially abused 
and sent death threats via 
Twitter. 

He said the social media 
network was ‘not doing 


enough to combat racist/ 
homophobic/sexist hate 
messages, all of which are 
illegal in the UK’. 

In a separate incident on 
Thursday Mr Collymore 
was sent abusive tweets by 
a user who appeared to be 
from Luton. The account 
has since been deleted.

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Councillors back 
‘Leon’s Law’ call

CAMPAIGNERS have moved 
one step closer to the 
implementation of ‘Leon’s 
Law’, after Luton councillors 
unanimously voted to sup¬ 
port the use of body-worn 
cameras by police officers. 

‘Leon’s Law’ was proposed 
following the death of 
39-year-old Leon Briggs, who 
died in the custody of 
Bedfordshire police on the 
November 4, 2013. 

The father-of-two was 
detained under Section 136 
of the Mental Health Act and 
died shortly after his arrival 
into the custody suite at 
Luton police station. 

The proposed law would 
make it compulsory for all 
interactions between the 
police and the public to be 
recorded via body-worn 
cameras. 

Speaking at the full council 
meeting on Tuesday night, 
leader of Luton council Hazel 
Simmons, said: “The council 
supports in principle the 
immediate introduction for 
all police constables to wear 
body-worn video equipment 
which is to be activated 
during all arrests, detentions 
or use of force. 

“The council further

believes that since police 
officers cannot predict how 
any conversation with a 
member of the public will 
progress, the equipment 
should be activated at the 
commencement of any such 
conversation. 

“The evidence shows that 
use of body-worn cameras 
will go a long way, at a mini¬ 
mal cost, to reassure the 
public and protect these 
police officers. 

“As a society we should look 
to make changes particularly 
in incidents where people 
have died.” 

These sentiments were 
echoed by councillors across 
all three political parties, and 
the motion was unanimously 
supported. 


Following the meeting, the 
Justice for Leon Committee 
said: “We are proud to have 
gained the full and unani¬ 
mous support for Leon’s Law 
at Tuesday’s Luton Borough 
Council meeting. 

“At a time when the issue of 
police accountability and 
confidence in policing is 
under severe strain, the 
implementation of Leon’s 
Law without delay will, we 
believe, greatly reduce the 
chances of suspicious deaths 
in custody and help restore 
public confidence in our 
police. 

“Our efforts are directed in 
pursuit of justice for Leon, 
uncovering the truth about 
his death in police custody 
and ensuring that measures 
are put in place to prevent a 
re-occurrence of these 
needless tragedies. 

“The Justice for Leon Briggs 
Committee would like to give 
their personal thanks to all 
Luton councillors for their 
unanimous backing for 
Leon’s Law.” 

An investigation by the 
Independent Police 

Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) was launched imme- 
diatley after the death of Mr 
Briggs, and five police offic¬ 
ers and two members of staff 
have been suspended as 
enquiries continue.

“Picking the ski and snowboard 
squad was an incredibly tough job, but I 
believe the team can meet UK Sport’s 
target of up to two medals,” he said. 


Woman arrested 
during fraud raids

A LUTON woman has been 
arrested as part of a series of 
nationwide raids by the 
Home Office targeting immi¬ 
gration fraud. 

The 25-year-old was appre¬ 
hended on Tuesday following 
a criminal investigation into 
missionary society in 
Manchester. 

The investigation is focused 
on the sponsoring of Indian 
nationals to work at the soci¬ 
ety as Ministers of Religion, 


under the Tier 2 and Tier 5 
migrant workers system. 

Officers visited 15 addresses 
in Slough, Southall, 
Southampton, Luton, 
Hounslow, Birmingham and 
Leicester shortly after 7am. 

Ten people were arrested on 
suspicion of obtaining leave 
by deception, contrary to 
Section 24 of the 1971 
Immigration Act. 

They are now being ques¬ 
tioned at police stations 
across the UK, and all the 
addresses visited are being 
searched. 


A further nine people 
encountered during the raids 
were arrested for immigra¬ 
tion offences, including over¬ 
staying visas. 

The nine are unconnected 
to the criminal investigation 
and steps will now be taken to 
remove them from the UK. 

Three separate cash 
seizures were also made and 
are now subject to investiga¬ 
tion. The arrests bring the 
total number of people 
arrested in connection with 
the criminal case to 22, 
according to the Home Office.

Car chase was ‘20 
minutes of madness’

A MOTORIST led police 
officers on a high speed 
pursuit through Luton at 
speeds of 80mph. 

On Wednesday, Abdul Khan 
of Calverton Road, Luton, 
pleaded guilty at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court to 
dangerous driving and failing 
to stop, after tearing through 
residential roads during the 
pursuit. 

Magistrates heard how the 
22-year-old was first seen by 


police on Beechwood Road at 
around 12.30am on January 
9, driving without his lights 
on. But when officers tried to 
stop the car, it sped off from 
the scene. 

A 20-minute high speed 
chase involving six police 
vehicles ensued, as Khan 
drove down duel-carriage- 
ways on the wrong side of the 
road at up to 80mph. With no 
sign of him stopping, police 
came close to calling the 
pursuit off as it had become 
too dangerous. 

Eventually the car came to a 


stop in Crawley Green Road 
as Khan crashed through a 
garden wall. He tried to evade 
officers again, but was found 
hiding behind a shed in a 
nearby garden. 

A statement from a police 
officer involved in the pursuit 
said: “This was one of the 
worst pieces of driving that I 
have ever seen.” 

Defence solicitor Richard 
Bayliss described the 
incident as ‘20 minutes of 
madness’. Khan will be 
sentenced at Luton Crown 
Court on Friday, February 7.

Food is either bad for 
you or makes you fat 


W HEN the swish 
family Lowe was 
growing up sugar 
was good for you. 
It gave energy and was an 
accompaniment, in one form 
or another, to most foods. In 
the tea, on the cereals, on the 
puddings, in the Tizers and 
ice cream sodas. And if there 
was one thing better than 
sugar, it was fruit. Again in 
any form, au naturale, in 
puddings, in home-made 
jam and as juice. 

When curries started to 
make an appearance on the 
menu, it was in them. Then 
white sugar became bad and 
brown sugar good. Then 
cane sugar became bad and 
beet sugar good - although I 
suspect that was more to do 
with European farmers 
getting their own way than 
its benevolence. 

Now sugar in any form is 
the demon that is making 
most of us obese and or ill. 

Or so the scientists, foodolo- 
gists and government experts 
tell us.

But before you all contem¬ 
plate suicide, we are also 
being told that chocolate and 
red wine is good for us. I 
think I would happily give up 
fruit juice for a square of 
dark chocolate and glass of 
fruity red (don’t tell them it’s 
fruity). 

The trouble is I don’t 
entirely trust the information 
we are being given. I don’t 
trust what the food and 
drinks industry tell us and I 
don’t trust what the 
Government tells us. 

This is not because I am a 
distrustful person, although 
I am, but because they have 
either lied to us in the past or 
don’t know what they are 
talking about. And food 
labelling is not much use 
either, unless it is going to 
say in big, black letters: This 
is bad for you! 

Even that will not help 
much, as it seems to apply to 
almost everything at any 
given time, except of course 


chocolate and red wine, 
where the label will be: This 
is not bad for you! Until next 
week, at any rate. 

It makes you wonder how 
we managed to survive at all, 
let alone grow to seven 
billion of us. 

But the Government has an 
answer if it chooses to put 
our money where its mouth 
is. 

It should tax, and tax 
heavily, anything it thinks is 
bad for us, and remove taxes 
from anything it thinks is 
good for us. So taxes on fruit 
juice, no taxes on red wine. 
Makes me happy. 

And if manufacturers think 
they are hard done by, it is up 
to them to prove the 
Government is wrong to get 
the taxes removed. 

It seems a win-win to me, 
which no doubt means I 
haven’t thought it through 
properly. But at the very least 
it might concentrate a few 
minds and stop us being fed, 
pun intended, mixed 
messages and garbage.

LUTON Borough Council has 
become the 40th authority 
to back a motion which calls 
for the government to help 
the poorest in society by 
introducing a transaction 
tax on banks. 

A motion proposing the 
introduction of a Financial 
Transaction Tax, also known 
as the ‘Robin Hood’ tax, 
received support from all 
Labour councillors at a 
meeting on Tuesday night. 

The tax aims to discourage 
bankers’ risk-taking by 
taxing transactions of shares, 
currencies and bonds, but it 
is not enacted in the UK. 

It is predicted that the tax 
could generate £20billion

annually in the UK alone; 
money which the authority 
believes should help to fund 
public services. 

Amy O’Callaghan, Labour 
Councillor for South ward, 
moved the motion, saying: 
“The council is under 
enormous pressure as funds 


from the government are 
pulled and services are 
stripped back. Local 
government has never seen 
anything like it before. 

“The decision to back the 
Robin Hood tax was a great 
opportunity for us to show 
where our values lie.”

A Dunstable man is planning to walk from 
Land’s End to John 0’Groats. Find out 
more about Big Dave’s Little Stroll here. 


DAVE Redmond is a 6ft, 
24-stone criminal barrister 
from Dunstable who is 
taking on a big challenge. 

By his own admission he is 
an unlikely candidate to go 
on a 1,100-mile trek - but this 
year the 31-year-old has 
vowed to ‘make a difference’ 
and thus, the idea for ‘Big 
Dave’s Little Stroll’ was 
born. 

All in the name of charity, 
Dave is going to walk from 
John O’ Groats to Lands End, 
the length of mainland 
Britain, all on his own. 

He will be carrying all his 
own kit the entire journey 
and will be sleeping in a tent 
every night. 

The rules for the challenge 
are simple: no cars, buses, 
boats, trains or planes, no 


donkeys or other livestock, 
no hitching a lift on a 
passing teenager’s handle¬ 
bars or borrowing the skate¬ 
board or rollerblades off of 
the local kids! 

Only pure leg power 
(together with a fair amount 
of blood, sweat and tears) is 
going to drive him for the 
journey and what is more, he 
is aiming to achieve this in 
about 50 days (give or take!) 
after setting off in June. 

So what on earth persuades 


a man who describes himself 
as ‘a bit squidgy around the 
edges’, to take on such a 
mammoth long distance 
trek? 

The first reason is too raise 
money for charities that hold 
special significance to him - 
Macmillan Cancer Support, 
MS Society and Help for 
Heroes. All money will be 
divided equally between the 
three good causes 
On his website, Dave adds: 
“If I’m honest, I’m also

Gang leader loses 
appeal over shooting

A GANG leader who injured a 
rival after firing a shot into a 
crowd outside a nightclub 
has been told by top judges 
he deserved to be locked up 
indefinitely. 

Ashley Kieron Thomas, 26, 
of Honeypot Lane, Harrow, 
was found guilty, at Luton 
Crown Court in June 2010, of 
possessing a prohibited fire¬ 
arm and causing grievous 
bodily harm with intent. 


He was handed imprison¬ 
ment for public protection - 
which is almost identical to a 
life sentence - and told he will 
not be released until he has 
served at least six-and-a-half 
years behind bars, and only 
then when the Parole Board 
is satisfied he is no longer 
dangerous. 

Thomas challenged his 
open-ended sentence at the 
Criminal Appeal Court, with 
his lawyers arguing he should 
not have been jailed indefi¬ 
nitely. The court heard how 
Thomas had come to the 


town on May 26, 2009, with 
two associates. 

He then met up with other 
gang members - who had two 
handguns - before going to 
Traffik nightclub in Luton 
town centre. 

Thomas had been involved 
in an angry confrontation in 
the foyer of the club and, once 
outside, he fired a pistol three 
times - with one of the bullets 
hitting a man in the groin. 

However, the judges dis¬ 
missed his appeal and said 
his imprisonment was 
‘appropriate’.

AUDI’S A GAfTlE 


Audi’s second stab at fostering a 
supermini dynasty is called the A1 and 
the recipe is a far simpler one than that 
which resulted in the A2 some ten years 
previously. The hope within Audi is 
that the A1 can stand out from the pack 
with its prestige badge and premium 
cabin quality while holding its own with 
solid mechanicals borrowed from the 
Volkswagen Polo. It sounds like a plan 
that will have the rest of the contenders 
at the fashionable end of the supermini 
sector worried. 

We’ve seen all of the engines before 
elsewhere in the Audi and VW group 
line-ups. The TSI petrol engines use 
turbocharging to compensate for 
their modest capacities, the 1.2 TSI 
achieving 86PS with 160Nm or torque 
and the entry-level 1.4 TSI chipping in 
with 122PS and 200Nm. There’s also 
a 185PS version of this 1.4 that uses 
both supercharger and turbocharger 
allied with a clever 7-speed DSG semi¬ 
automatic gearbox. The diesel option is 
a 1.6-litre common-rail injection TDI 


unit with 105PS and 250Nm. Both of 
the entry-level petrol engines return 
very similar economy and emissions 
figures of about 55mpg and 119g/km. 
The diesel is substantially better with 
an excellent 70.6mpg and a C02 output 
of 105g/km. 

A conventional supermini shape is 
adopted by the Al, which isn’t a great 
surprise given its mechanical similarity 
to the largely conventional VW Polo. 

It also means that the Al gains an edge 
over rivals from the trendier end of the 
supermini sector with a 267-litre boot 
that expands to 920 litres with the rear 
seat backs folded. 

The exterior of the car is crawling 
with recognisable Audi design cues 
and although you couldn’t call the 
looks adventurous, the Al has got the 
combination of neat proportions and 
engaging detailing that Audi does so 
well. The one feature that obviously 
breaks from the Audi master plan is 
the roof arch which can be specified 
in a different colour to the rest of the 
bodywork.

IN their current roles and with the 
harrowing statistic of Nuneaton 
never having beaten Luton in 
league nor cup, this result should 
never have been in doubt. 

However up until the Hatters 
shook off some temporary ring- 
rust early in the second period, the 
outcome of this one was not so 
clear-cut. 

A rocky first half was forgotten for 
Luton as Andre Gray’s striking 
masterclass helped the hosts on 
their way to a tenth straight home 
win and extended their unbeaten 
league streak to 20 matches, a new 
club record. 

Gray’s hat-trick, three goals of 
different execution but similarly 
mouth-watering class either side of 
a vicious downpour that suspend¬ 
ed play for ten minutes, was the 
tonic on another soggy afternoon 
at Kenilworth Road. 

More dropped points for ex-boss 
Richard Money’s Cambridge at 
Dartford ensured another satisfy¬ 
ing day as Town improved their 
Skrill Premier lead to three points. 

It has not been the most produc¬ 
tive month for the Hatters’ league 
aspirations having not played since 
their gritty goalless draw at Lincoln 
three weeks prior. 

Despite a relatively quiet month 
in the Skrill Premier, it’s been a 
revolving door at Kenilworth Road. 

With Alex Wall, Shaun Whalley 
and JJ O’Donnell temporarily find¬ 
ing pastures new, Town have sup¬ 
plemented their losses with four 
replacements. 

Having already run the rule over 
Kane Ferdinand and Ryan Inniss, 
Still’s other two acquisitions were 
thrust into the match-day 16. 

Norwich City loanee Cameron 
McGeehan was required to fill the 
central midfield void left by 
Jonathan Smith and Pelly Ruddock 


while Fraser Franks, a centre-back 
signed from Welling United, start¬ 
ed on the bench. 

The former immediately 
endeared himself to the home 
faithful with a crunching second- 
minute tackle on Wes York. The 
18-year-old had clearly read the 
Conference handbook prior to his 
one-month loan. You will not get 
anywhere without a rough side in 
your repertoire. 

But for McGeehan’s liveliness, a 
visible level of rust hindered Luton. 

Had Nuneaton top scorer Louis 
Moult connected better with his 
ninth-minute effort Boro might 
have punished Town’s uncertain 
beginning. 

The rain that had threatened a 
second consecutive Hatters home 
game dispersed momentarily and 
with it a chink of brightness glim¬ 
mered for the hosts. 

A purposeful ten-minute spell 
was punctuated by McGeehan’s 
terrific left-foot half volley that 
whistled just over the bar. On the 
early evidence, Still would be wise 


to inquire about an extension to his 
short deal from the Canaries. 

As Town continued to toil on the 
heavy pitch the deadlock looked to 
be loosening. Scott Griffiths’ 40th- 
minute smash across goal almost 
left full-back Danny Sleath red¬ 
faced. Lucky for Sleath and the 
visitors, the ball flashed wide as 
Nuneaton lived dangerously. 

Boro were living vicariously at the 
back but were proving a decent 
force at the other end. 

Adam Walker’s free-kick follow¬ 
ing a Griffiths handball should 
have caused Town more discom¬ 
fort but captain Gareth Dean’s 
header was grabbed gratefully by 
Mark Tyler. Dean’s effort was the 
final action of a very ordinary first 
half for the Hatters. 

The home crowd should not have 
worried though as in the 49th min¬ 
ute, Gray pounced for his fifteenth 
of the season to raise the roof. 

Just one minute later the elements 
almost took the roof off for real in a 
tropical downpour, leaving both 
sets of players to rush off in the 


frenzy. 

With the thunder and lightning 
show over, it was all Luton as they 
pushed to kill off the game. 

Their urgency to claim another 
was eased as Gray mopped up the 
loose ball after Inniss had his 
headed effort desperately hooked 
off the line. 

News of Cambridge’s collapse to a 
3-3 draw at Dartford only fuelled 
home jubilation. Ablast of“Money’s 
cracking up” hit the afternoon air 
as ferociously as the intermittent 
storm. 

Gray’s third 13 minutes later, a 
cute chip over keeper James 
Belshaw, was the icing on the cake. 

The excellent Jake Howells was 
unfortunate to have his sharp 
effort ruled out for offside with 
minutes to go but four would have 
been harsh on Nuneaton. 

Three was relatively cruel on the 
Midlands side but Town again 
showed their claws at just the right 
time to negotiate another tricky 
spot. Next stop Dartford next 
Saturday.

This time against a rugged 
Nuneaton side, it was three 
more goals, three more 
points, a tenth straight home 
league win and most notably 
a club record 20th game 
unbeaten in the league. 

Nevertheless the Hatters 
chief is still not getting car¬ 
ried away with a third of the 
season to go but he admits he 
is proud of his side’s endeav¬ 
ours. 

“I am part of a team that has 
created that club record along 
with the players, supporters 
and staff,” said Still. 

“It is a wonderful record to 
accomplish but we have other 
things we would like to 
achieve before the season is 
over. 

“My motto for the players at 


the moment is to just keep 
doing what we are doing and 
not get overawed by records 
but I am very proud of that 
statistic nonetheless.” 

It was a day for big perfor¬ 
mances as the weather again 
played its part on a dramatic 
afternoon. 

A catastrophic downpour 
halted proceedings momen¬ 
tarily in the second half, but 
with the help of Andre Gray’s 
terrific hat-trick, Town 
marched on. 

“With the greatest respect, a 
blind person would have 
known you had to come off 
because you could not even 
see the ball,” said the manag¬ 
er. 

“You have to be sensible 
because there is a chance 
players can get injured in 
those rare types of situation. 

“Credit my boys because 
they came out after the stop¬ 
page and they started again 
where they left off after 
Andre’s goal. 

“We showed a bit of rust at 
the start and we could have 
taken a while to get going 


again after the stoppage but 
we just ploughed on and to 
bag another couple was excel¬ 
lent. 

“It was an all-round team 
performance and I am 
delighted we managed to 
grind out another win to add 
to the rest.” 

Still may be philosophical 
regarding Town’s record- 
breaking feats but he was 
quick to praise 18-year-old 
Norwich City loan star 
Cameron McGeehan on a 
“man’s performance.” 

“He showed strength, 
power, quality and was over¬ 
all immense,” said Still. 

“I remember seeing him in 
the FA Youth Cup Final and he 
really caught my eye and 
again he caught my eye today. 

“You can be 23 or 24 and still 
be a boy but Cameron put on 
a man’s performance out 
there.”
